AUSTRIAN LESSON 
Americans have been preoccupied with the momen­ 
tous action of the third reich In taking over the gov­ 
ernment of Austria. 
Details have 
followed 
one 
another so rapidly in the press there has been no 
time for thoughtful reflection. 
That reflection—and it should follow the actual 
event—should comprise at the very least these points: 


1. 
That the 
emotional 
reaction of Americans, 
which has taken the 
form 
of 
positive Indignation 
against what la seen as an affront to their morality, 
is not trustworthy as a .starting place for thought 
It is not enough to pretest against what has hap­ 
pened. 
It Is necessary to inquire why it happened 
and how it can be kept from happening elsewhere. 
2. 
Austria's independence before the Nazi 
was nominal so nominal. In fact, that as long ago 
as the abortive Nazi coup in 1934 it was being main­ 
tained only under the protection of Premier Mus­ 
solini, dictator of Italy. 
Americans can learn a lesson from Austria 
They 
can learn 
that 
economic 
desperation 
is the best 
possible environment for the growth of authoritarian­ 
ism In politics. Liberty becomes teas important to the 
masses than bread, when there is insufficient bread. 
Authoritarians offer bread in exchange for liberty. 
If they fail to keep their part of the bargain, the 
people have no recourse, except revolution. Austrians, 
confronted with the possibility of revolution, appar­ 
ently chose Adolf Hitler. Instead 
They traded the 
Schusehnigg type of dictatorship for the Nazi type 
of dictatorship. 
They seemingly concluded they had 
everything to gain and nothing to lose. 
Americans have not traded their liberty for bread, 
but they are not immune to the consequences of such 
a deal lf they ever become desperate enough to make 
It.
